HONOLULU, March 25.—The American submarine F4, 
submerged at 9:15 am, today two miles off Honolulu harbor, 
had not reappeared at nightfall and grave fears were uxpressed 
for its safety, The 4 carries a crew of 25 men, and is eom- 
manded by Gieut.

_ Later tonight it was reported that the F4 had been located, 
lying at a depth of 120 fathoms. Attempts to bring the vessel 
to the surface with grappling hooks jied failed, No signal 
bells had been heard from the submerged craft, and this fact

the crew with sulphuric acid fames.
